wards of New Jersey took away the sénatorial eat 

of the personally wet but politically dry Fréling- 
huysen. A Democrat goes to the senate because 
he votes for liquor although he drinks water, to 
take the place of a Republican who may drink 
water, but votes against liquor. 

Gov. Miller of New York had not made a great 
deal of trouble for the drinkers of New York City, 
but Smith, the former governor and the Demo- 
eratic candidate, had a wine and beer platforin. 
New York City will not tolerate dryness. It can 
stand that social rule just about as well as Paris 
can. It is a port, a cosmopolitan, a tavern,and a 
theater.

the saloon. This may be perfectly inexplicable 
to the person who believes in moral dominion by 
coercion, but it is explicable to people who know 
that a republic is founded upon individual selection. 
Ohio voted against beer by about 190,000 Say 
400,000 ‘voted for beer and 690,000 voted that the 
400,000 should not have it. Probably some day the 
‘esue will be simple. Shall a majority, even a 
majority, impose its habit of life upon a minority? 
The minority is willing to conform in all the major 
regulations of life. It does not desire to rob, to

people, but it wishes to decide for itself questions 
of personal habit. Shall it be coerced to do other- 
wise than as it wants to do?

Two years ago tics almost with- 
out exception indorsed their adjusted compensa- 
tion. A Republican ddministratiop and congress 
failed to give it to them. That pleased a great 
rhany important industrialists, commercialists, and 
economists, but it did not please several million 
voters, and again discontent is a better voter than 
_ content. 

Labor, we imagine, is politically defiant. Defla- 
tion. simply imposed itself upon the farmer, but 
organized labor could fight. Agriculture does not 
know what to hit when it carries a load of wheat 
to the elevator or sends pigs to the stockyards and 
is disappointed in the price. 

Organized labor has a direct employer and can 
hit at him when wages go down. The government, 
trying to get off stilts, had to sanction reductions. 
The process of getting completely off the stilts is 
hard, and there are injustices because everything 
does not come down at once. : 

The United States has been lucky beyond the 
imagination of its citizens. It fought a great war 
without excessive casualties. It came out of the 
war a creditor nation with a sound currency. It 
preserved its sound traditions and escaped en- 
tanglements, It has been able to do a great deal 
of general human good. It is pretty well fed and 
is organically sound. It has had some strikes, but 
it has not suffered deprivations. People do not feel 
the ground quivering under their feet or the 
shingles flying off their roofs. But these meguie 
have grievances, and they voted them.

| WHAT AILS EUROPE? 


| Four years have passed since the last gun was 

fired on the western front. On that day we 
thought rather of peace than of victory. The emo- 
tion was relief from a long agony and with it there 
was a great hope that somehow Europe would con- 
trive to. put its relations upon a new foot- 
ing which should make a return of our suffer- 
ing unlikely. For months before the surrender 
of the German sword, the conditions upon which 
the conflict Should be ended and peace composed 
had been eagerly discussed and had even reached 
the ‘stage of definition by the leading statesmen. 
Mr. Lloyd George had enumerated in ee the 
principles of an acceptable peace and re Wilson 
was quick to follow with his famous” fourteen 
points. Peace, we said, shall not be mere imposi- 
tion of terms by conquerors upon the conquered. 
That sort of peace belongs to an age which died 
with this mad war, its chiid. We shall make a, 
peace of principles, a peace of healing, a peace 
which shall perpetuate peace and not war. 

How little of that large hope has survived the 
statecraft which followed the collapse of the Ger- 
man military system! How little of that peace 
has been realized through these four first years: 
Is it not true that on the contrary no like period in 
history has demonstrated more stubbornly with 
how little wisdom “mankind is governed? 

We expected to see the lessons of the war trans- 
lated into sureties of peace. Europe, which had 
paid so frightful a price for the bloody arbitra- 
ment of its rivalries, we expected to find turning 
resolutely to the task of moral and material res- 


toration. 

Instead, we have new wars for old, new hostiii- 
ties and the breaking of ties of friendship but late- 
ly cementéd in bleed; mew fears and fears ancient 


ag Europe, new ambitions and new hatreds, as 
wéll as those which brought forth the world war. 
The sword remains ufsheathed. The chancelleries 
-conspire behind the curtains of secrecy as from 
time immemorial. Bankruptcy impends in many 
of the governments where in fact it does not 
already exist. The people starve by millions or go 


: 


- 
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mon . strength. And their governments are too 
weak to apply the drastic remedies required for 
their financial and economic rehabilitation. 

We must try to realfze the mgsistance of the 


historic forces which have rade Europe what ghe |. 
is, if we are to believe this astounding phenomenon | 


of the nations wrestling on the rim of ruin. We. 
must try to estimate the nature and power of 
forces which confound reason and defy necessity. If 
we do we shall see that what is besought 
to do would be futile. epee ry i op apomre 
ing confusion and warfare are digging a bottomless 
pit into which all our wealth and resources, were 
they poured without thought of self, would quickly 
disappear. America can do nothing until Europe is 
ready to make peace within itself, is ready to recog- 
nize that it must accept a Europe organized for a 
common restoration, organized to make use of its 
resources for the production of wealth and the 
revival of its dying peoples, organized, in short, 
for a comprehensive peace in the interest of the. 
general structure of civilized society, qn the Kuro- 
pean continent, 

But the notion that American admonition or 
American material assistance can avail “to over- 
come the forces which during four years, in spite 
of the imminent destruction they threaten, have 
wrestled over the smoking ruin of the war, is worse 
than folly. It is no duty of the American people to 
involve themselves in the blind and angry con- 
flict of Europe at this time. It is America’s duty. 
to herself and to civilization to wait until Burope 
can make America’s aid effectual to her salvation.

“We had hoped for a new politics, a new psy- 
chology, a sense of the necessity for a European 
polity, within which a pooling of resources, a 
demolition of political obstructions to essential 
cobperation and exchange, could be evolved. In- 
Stead, these four fateful years have been given 
to exactly the play of forces which brought about 
the cata@trophe of 1914. Combinations have 


changed Ana changed again almost day by day, 
but the mdre they changed the more they were | 
the same thing. This ig the wonder: the statecrart | 
which led the nations into the fury of the grea 
war operated at any rate upon a platform of sol- 
vency and vast reserves; but the statesmanship 
that has followed the collapse of Central Burope 
has not even that sorry excuse, for it pursues 
its destroying strategies upon a platform that 
totters toward irrevocable ruin. 

British and French adventures in fffe near east 


have not only involved heavy expenditures at a 
time when economy is imperative but have brought 
Europe to the brink of another war and energized 
forces which may destroy their important im- 
perial commitments. As the diplomats gingerly 
manipulate the dynamite of the Dardanelles nego- 
tiation, an international commission at Berlin anx- 
iously confers while the mark falls without a 
parachute and the bankruptcy of Germany seems 
but a matter of a few days. France with a revenue 
insufficient to meet its expenditures goes on bor- 
rowing, its debts internal and external rise moun- 
tain high, the franc falls, trade declines, taxes in- 
crease. Italy escapes barely from engulfment ‘n 
the communist morass and gstriggles toward firm 
ground heroically but with a crushing burden of 
debt and inadequate resources to meet even the 
current needs of national life. In the region of 
the former Austro-Hungarian empire only the cool- 
headed Bohemians, wisely led, have gained a foot- 
ing of solvency. The Jugo-Slavs are shut off 
from the seaports essential to their economic pros- 
perity. Hungary, cut to the bone, surrounded hy 
traditional enemies and deprived of economic re- 
sources, is reduced to the status of a farm with- 
out a highway to market. Austria is a tragic 
ghost. Poland and Roumania live under the 
shadow of the new barbarism at Moscow. Greece 
after her fatal gamble for an impossible empire 
dwindles to minor statehood. 

The financial difficulties and economic depletion 
or partial paralysis of the still solvent and vic- 
torious nations threaten social and political conse- 
quences of fatal extremity. They threaten the 
dissolution of our social order and with it the de- 
scent of Europe to a state almost: of primitive 
society, a setback as drastic as followed the 
break-up of classic civilization. In the face of 
such a peril, the nations continue to waste their 
strength in military and economic rivalries when 
}their necessity calls for economy and mutual aid. 
They give play to their ancient appetites and 
rancors, when they can survive/only by combining 


their remaining resources to bufi@ up thelr com:

PROFESSIONAL FOOTBALL. 

Professional football is gaining a hold on popular 
liking. Frank Smith of Taz Trisunz sporting de- 
partment. who saw the Chicago Bears defeat the 
Dayton Triangles, thinks it is a good thing. The 
value of sports is in the spread of them. The big 
contests have value in national well being, as they 
stimulate imitation in boys and young men. Thirty 
years ago not many small boys had Rugby foot- 
balls. Now a great many have, and when the 
leaves begin to color and fall the boys are out on 
the corner lot trying to drop kick and learning 
formations. 

They are doing that because within the last fifty 
years football has spread into all the colleges of 
the country. Fifty years ago football was a game 
restricted to a few colleges. With the spread of 
the game a healthy sport has been handed down to | 
the boys on the lot. 

The appeal of the college game is limited, Col- 
leges cannet seat the people who want to see the 
big games, and they do not care to make a great 
popular hippodrome of their contests, which is 
_probably sound enough, 

Professional: football, as it grows in. favor,: will 
spread the popularity: of the game and ‘will interest 
boys who do not hope to go to college. Their physi- 
cal well being is as fmportant to the nation as the 
well being of the college class. College baseball is 
not hurt. by the fact that professional baseball is 
better played. Professional football may neyer be 
better played than college football, or again it may 
be much better played. .Just at present. ex-college 
men furnish most of the professional football play- 
ers. Probably if a great trainer and coach took 
some 18 year old boilermakers, dock workers, steel 
erectors, and newspaper circulatorg and trained 
them to play football for a living ne A score of that 
team against California, Iowa, iarvard, or Wash- 
ington and Jeffersor would be 120 to 0. 

That might hurt college pride, but it is not neces- 
sary for the twain to meet. It would not do them 
any harm if they did. The chief triumph of a de- 
mocracy is not its government. The political free- 
dom of the freeman may be doubted. The triumph 
of a democracy is social freedom and the oblitera- 
tion of social caste.

CANADIAN-U. 8S. POSTAL PACT. 
[East St. Louis Daily Journal.] 

A postal convention that will enable the postal 
services of the United States and Canada to function 
as one in the transmission of mail between the do- 
minion and the United States is in the making. The 
interests of Canada and the United States are so 
interwoven commercially and the ideals of both are 


so alike that it is strange an agreement of this kind 
| was not entered into years ago. 


Postmaster General Work has completed arrange- 
ments for a conference with the postmaster general 
of Canada with a view of concluding the proposed 
postal agreement. Plans looking ‘to this end have 
been under consideration for more than a year and 
the importance of the move prompted Postmaster 
General Work to decide that he would go to Canada 
the first week in December to participate in the de- 
liberation. 

With the successful negotiation of this postal con- 
vention which will link the two nations, an instru- 
ment will have been created for the first time where- 
by an interchange of mail matter between Canada 
and the United States will be facilitated and result 
in a tremendous stride toward the perfection of the 
postal systems of both countries. 

The convention will be held in Ottawa and the 
postmaster general will be accompanied by ‘other . 
high postal officials of the department. Reciprocal 
exchange of postal equipment, insurance of parcel 
post between the United States and Canada, transit - 
of United States mails through Canada and Canadian 
mail through United States, direct correspondence be- 
tween Canadian and American postmasters, uniform 
money order forms for both countries, United States 
railway mail clerks to extend their runs into Cana- 
dian territory, and others are among the proposals 
that we be Chacgeeek at Soastens of the ‘Wap peet- 
office. departments.

business between the two lands of the North Amer- ° 


ican continent, but for sentimental reasons as well, 
it is te be earnestly hoped the convention will be 
signed.

Because of the tencatar death rate of 
growing children, an average age at 
death of 75 means that a great many 
people must live ninety and a fair num- 
ber must live to be 100 and séme mast 
reach 125. 

There are economists who are against 
all this. They say, “ What’s«the use of 
living beyond the age-of usefulness? ” 
The answer is that when the average 
length of life is set forward ‘twenty 
years, the average period of usefulness, 
of capacity for efficient, self-sustaining 
work will go forward twenty years.

B. J. Rosenthal is right. The average 
length of efficiency has moved forward 
about as many years as has the average 
length of life, but we need some sort of 
&@ movement to convince employers of 
the fact. . 

While Pound, in his “Iron Man of 
Industry,” is right in saying that or- 
ganized industry has put forward the 
age at which a mechanic earns his 
maximum, it is also true that it - 
vides a place for profitable employment, 
at living wages, of men 60 years, 70 
years, and even more than 70 years. 
of age. 

However, there is another field that 
needs B. J. Rosenthal. It is in the 


teaching of men and .women how . to 


care for their bodies and minds, so, that 
they will be in good conditfon when 
they reach 60. That is, with good hdaith 
habits, good -vision, good hearing, ‘not 
too stiff in their joints, not too short- 
winded, not quickly exhausted, and or- 
ganically sound.

Princeton, made by Lothrop Withing- 
ton at a gathering of Princeton men 
last night, drew from President John 
G. Hibben of Princeton a plea for con- 
tinuance of the.classic and a defense 
of the Harvard-Yale-Princeton football 
agreement. Withington is a member 
of the Harvard fgotball committee and 
a former Crimson captain. 
Withington criticised the agreement, 
charged that it was brought about by 
the domination of Pres‘dent Hibben 
and said it would not permit practice 
before the opening of college. “ That 
means,” he continued, “ that the sched- 
ule must be cut down to five games. 


West Deserves Game. 


He said the western alumni of Har- 
vard, because of their strong support 
of the recent endowment drive, were 
entitled to have a game in their sec- 
tion. If such a game were to be added 
to the schedule, he said, it would mean 
elimination of the Princeton game in 
order to have something. left for the 
Yale contest. 

President Hibben in his reply said he 
held six meetings with Presidents LDow- 
ell of Harvard and Angell of Yule be- 
fore the big three agreement was 
drawn up. 

“T’d like to take exceptions,” he said,

In pointing out the advantages of 
the state-federal -action, Dr. Healy:

All accredited and once tested herds 
are listed ina bulletin published 
jointly every three months by the 
federal and state governments. It 
goes to agricultural colleges, live stock 
exchanges, breeder associations, live 
stock, sanitarians, and to farmers who 
apply to the agricultural department 
at Madison, Wis. 

Buyers invariably ask for cattJe un- 
‘ der state-federal supervision, according 
to the inspector. Another advantage 
is that a certificate is issued as soon 
as cattle have passed two annual or 
three semi-annual tuberculin tests. 
Every farmer has good reasons for be- 
ing proud of such a decument. 


Federal-State Codéperation. 


Wisconsin laws have been modified 
to fit the federal indemnity law so 
that a true, codperative, fifty-fifty pro- 
gram could be followed.

DAIRYMEN’S JOTTINGS

Making Them Palatable. 
In discussing fats ft is necessary to

It is possible to season and whip up 
ham and bacon fats until they make as 
an agreeable spread for dark breads as 
butter. Yet hundreds’ of pounds of 
these fats and the marrow bone fat as 
well go to waste in our midst while 
children are skinny or anemic, men 
become diabetic, and women suffer 
from constipation, with ne end of beau- 
ty troubles, because they are not well 
lubricated by liberal quantities of fat 
in the diet. And all these troubles, 
which begin as minor ones, may be fol- 
lowed by major afflictions which had 
their real beginning from a diet too 
scanty in fats. Here is a modern re- 
cipe for health contributed by the au- 
thor of “The Newer Nutrition.” 


“Liberal consumption of all the es- 
sential constituents of a normal diet. 
prompt digestion and absorption, and 
prompt. evacuation of the undigested 
residue from the intestine before ex- 
tensive absorption of products of bac- 
terial decomposition of proteins takes 
place are the optimum conditions for 
the maintenance of vigor and the char- 
acteristics of youth.” 

These absorption products are most 
irritating things. Most people call in 
the doctor by the time these products 
get well under way in their work and 
show up under all sorts of impressive 
names. We have to be quite ill before 
we can have the doctor three timftes a 
day yet willy nilly we have to take the 
medicine the cook prepares that of- 
ten. Right. food prevents. It cures. 
It gives an energy supply with which to 
build back from illness, and there are 
reasons why the right supply of fat 
furnishes some of the most comforting 
energy we get, whether we are oe 
or whether we are well. 


Wasting Pork Fat. 


In some way, by some means, we 
must bring home to the people who 
prepare food a feeling of how great is 
their responsibility... Take the food 
pork alone. More of it is wasted in one 
way or another by poor cooking than 
of any other meat, without doubt, and 
only one or two other foods are wasted 
in gréater bulk. Counted by calories, 
twice as much food is wasted when a 
pound of fat pork goes to waste as 
when a pound of flour does, 

Of late years the number of smoked 
pork products have increased and only 
a small per cent of the fat in these 
gets consumed as food. Bacon fat is 
often burned in the broiling or frying 
so that the liquid or tried out part is 
thrown away, and the slice or rasher 
does a8 much personal injury to the 
one who consumes it as though he 
had been scratched in some tender

It is the fat om a thick square of 
bacon or a strip of b:isket.bacon that 
makes it worth while to cook this meat 
in an elegant way, cleaning the piece 
perfectly, adding savory seasoning to 
the boiling water, adding piquancies or 
spices in the baking to finish. The 
lean part may be stringy unless the 
cooking has been exceptional, but with 
perfect cleanliness and seasoning the 
fat will make delicious sandwich fill- 
ings alone or with thin slices of ginger 
or with mayonnaise, etc., as. well as 
take the place of other meat when hot. 


Some people take no pains to get off 
the purple mark. They think it has no 
effect on the flavor. It may not be ap- 
parent, except in some indescribable 
way, but its flavor is there, just as the 
fine flavoring, materials are individual- 
ly indistinguishable. In boiling ham or 
bacon fwe may add onions, carrots, 
green sweet pepper, orange skin, can- 
died ginger, or other seasoning like 
celery, and not beable to distinguish 
the flavor of any of them in the meat, 
but they have made for its perfection.

For a wash dress shank but- 
tons are by far the best to use, for 
they may be taken out easily when 
the dress is to be laundered and in 
that way one avoids having them 
broken; nor will they lose their lus- 
ter. For a silk or woolen dress they 
are fine also. Lovely ones are to 
be found in a great variety of de- 
signs and sizes. Buy small. rings 
to hold the buttons in place, and in 
working the eyelets, overhand’. all 
around, taking shallow stitches close 
together. Shank buttons put on this 
way look much better than when 
sewed on. 

Pattern No. 1500 is unusually at- 
tractive for a small child.

Blo®mers and dress should be of 
the same material. If something wash- 
able is chosen, there is nothing pret- 
tier than chambray.

Last Word in Construction. 

Twenty-nine loges or boxes bulge be- 
tween these columns like golden 
bubbles, half way between the floor 
and the gilded ceiling, permitting 
the occupants to have a compre- 
hensive view of the floor and of each 
other. Plum colored curtains will 
drape these boxes, hanging from the 
roof to the dance floor. The lighting is 
entirely indirect, and will:radiate from 
every direction so as to give a diffused 
and becoming glow. 

There is room for 3,600 dancers on 
the floor which is to be the latest 
word in resilience for the devotees 
of Terpsichore. It is of one and one- 
half inch maple laid in oval strips from 
the center out and following the shape 
of the hall, which will tiean that the 
dancers will always be with the grain 
of the wood. It is laid on’ beams rest- 
ing on four layers of what builders call 
“eyshion,.” over cement. Perfect elas- 
ticity is achieved by this construction. 

The promenade around the hall and 
beyond the twenty-nine pillars is twen- 
ty-five feet wide. There-are immense 
checkrooms, a vast refectory, big lob- 
bies, and many exits and entrances.

Those last read Trollope’s stories 
in Baron Tauchnitz’s English editions, which were, and still are, printed in 
Leipsic, and which to this day constitute the most nearly complete uniform 
‘collection of Trollope’s works. We in this country then read them in pirated edi- 
tions sometimes, and sometimes in more creditable issues on which firms like 
the Harpers had the grace voluntarily to pay the author a small royalty. 
| Between the year 1847, when he published his first book, which was a 
failure, as were his second and third, and the year 1882, when he died, Anthony 
Trollope wrote forty-seven novels, four books of travel, five biographies (in- } 
cludigg his own), eight collections of short stories, and three unpublished 
works, besides uncounted book reviews and articles on politics and hunting 
which appeared in newspapers and magazines? 
' ‘His total published output makes about 116 30¢-page volumes. 

Throughout the period of his greatest literary activity ‘he was a faithful, 
energetic servant of the English government; traveled extensively throughout 
Great Britain and Ireland on tours of inspection; effected goodly innovations 
and reforms in the postal service; negotiated important postal treaties with 
foreign countries, including ours; visited the West Indies and the Spanish 
Main, North America, Australia ahd New Zealand, Iceland, and South Africa, 
and wrote books about them. He could, and did, write novels at sta while he 
was seasick. He could, and did, begin his day's writing at 6:30 o’clock in 
the morning, and used to pay one of his grooms £25 a year extra to rout him 
eut of bed at that hour. 

He kept books on himself, entering every shilling he earned by literature. |. 

A page and a half of his curious and very interesting “ Autobiography” is 
given to a detailed accounting of his earnings from 1847 to 1879. The total 
for the thirty-two years was nearly $350,000. He then had three working years 

- Jeft to him, and he used them., He has been dead forty years, and he is still a 
steady seller. 

He. was, in short, a prodigy of industry and prosperity in literature, for a 
large amdunt of what he wrote was literature of a most honest kind, and his 
whole life was a contradiction of the fond illusion of lazy writers that literature 
has to wait on inspiration. He said it waited on system, application, and the 
seeing eye. Unhappily for the survival of a vast deal of what he wrote, he over- 
worked system. He left more than a hundred volumes. If he had left ten 
he would not have die@ worth nearly half a million, but what is preéminently 
good in his @normous production would not be blurred by what is only faith- 
ful and creditable. He was not blind to the penalty which posterity might 
exact for his pitiless fecundity, and in the “Autobiography "he said, “I do 
not think it probable that my name will remain among those who in the next 
century will be known as the writers of English prose fiction.” 

He was wrong. The “ next century ” is nearly a quarter gone and with the 
passing of every year of it the fame of Trollope, far from waning, steadily has 
waxed. There is a solid reason for this. One cannot intimately know the domes- 
tic and socidl side of the wonderful, wondering, questioning, self-searching, 
initiating mid-Victorian period, which it is the fashion now to patronize, with-| 
out knowing half a dozen of the representative novels of Anthony (frollope. 
Among those representative novels are “The Warden” (1855), “ Barchester 
Towers” (1857), “Dr. ‘Thorne” (1858), “Framley Parsonage” (1861), “The 
Last Chronicle of Barset” (1867), “Orley Farm” (1862), “The Small House 
at Allington ” (1864), “ The Way We Live Now” (1875), and “1s He Popenjoy?” 
(1878). The first four stories here mentioned make up the so-called Barset 
series of Trollo They are more or less closely related in plot, scene, and 
characters, but are not strictly serial. That is, any one of them makes an in- 
dependent tale. 

it is a curious fact that, of the four Barset tales, the briefest, and the 
least pretentious of them, and the one which upon its publication was ac- 
counted a failure—or at most only the promising work of a novice—is today | 
rated by the true Trollopians as the gem of them all.

he book possesses a peculiar charm. It constantly is being reprinted— 
@ think the best and cheapest of the more recent reprints are that of G. 
Bell & Sons, 1913, with a valuable introduction by Frederic Harrison, and 
the one in the World's Classics series, which costs 80 cents in cloth)—and 
it constantly is being read by a class of readers perhaps the most sedate 
and the most acute among the estimators of literature. But they, I believe, 
would find it as difficult precisely to define the charm of “The Warden” as 
we less analytical readers might. Possibly that charm lies in the unforced 
but heart searching tenderness of the story. In my reading of English novels 
I have encountered no other character at once so saintly, so brave, so quaint, 
and so veritable as is the Rev. Septimus Harding, the venerable percentor 
of Barchester cathedral and warden of the ancient charitable foundation— 
more than 400 years old at the period of our story, which is the mid-nine- 
tenth century—known as Hiram's hospital. There is not a character in Eng- 
sh fiction, so far as I know it, precisely like him, nor one more endearing. 
He is as endearing as the Vicar of Wakefield and he has more sense. Like 
him, he is saintly but never a predestined gull. He is an old, old man with 
a young conscience; an old, old man with the gentlest and most winning 
ways, but demonstrating the possession of a will of iron when an issue in- 
volving his moral dignity is at stake. He accounts his honor of more 
moment than his livelihood and I think—nay, am sure—he would rather 
have joined the broken, irrascible bedesmen (Trollope employs that less 
Usual spelling of the word) as a pauper in Hiram’s hospital than have 
remained there nominally its master but in reality a parasite upon that 
ancient foundation. And by remaining he felt he would become such. The 
book thus possesses no insignificant value as a Victorian socia] document. 
About the middle of the last century, or a decade or so earlier, the quick- 
ened Victorian conscience began to be hurt by the misapplication of ancient 
charitable bequests—all more or less linked up with the national church— 
which in the course of ages had become church perquisites, their original 
purpose having been quite turned aw Some of the more outspoken news- 
papers described these institutions as “hotbeds of peculation,” and Lord 
John Russell, also outspoken, did much during his tenure of office to end 
. the seandal. Septimus Harding discovers that he, far more than the ancient 
bedesamen, is the beneficiary of the pious bequest of the long gone fifteenth 
century Wuolstapler, John Hiram, and his fine, true, sweet nature cannot 
bear the thought.
